Collapsible Seedling Box 
for .Transplanting 


With the use of the seedling box shown 
in the drawing, transplanting to the gar­ 
den can be done without any interrupt ion 
to the growth of the seedlings. Thin box 
eozLsiste of a wooden frame, as shown in 
th e detail, wit h stationary and removable 
nails driven through the sides to hold a 
number of boards set with edges together 
to form V-ahaped troughs The troughs 
are filled with earth in which the seeds 
are planted and spaced the same distance 
apart aa they are to be in the garden. The 
box is then act in a place having tin* cor­ 
rect tempera! urr for the growth of the 
plant*. When it is time to transfer them, 
furrows are dug to receive the earth and 
plant* contained in the troughs. The box 
is then set over the rows and the remov­ 
able nails pulled out. When the frame is 
lifted, the board* swing away and the 
seedlings are neatly deposited in rows. 
Thus several short rows can be planted at

A d ­ 
ju stm e n ts and rep airs m ade at this 
tim e will add m a te ria lly to th e unin­ 
te rru p te d joy of m o to rin g th ro u g h 
spring, su m m e r and fall— th e period 
when th e g re a te s t m ileage is run up 
on the car. 
The follow ing six item s .should have 
special a tten tio n : 
Cooling 
system , 
electrical sy stem , lubrication, engine, 
brakes and tires. 
To m a k e sure th a t 
the 
cooling 
.system will function properly, flush 
out tho rad ia to r w ith a hose and refill 
with clean w a te r. T his not only tak es 
aw ay th e accum ulated 
particles 
of 
d u st sedim ent an d ru st, but also r e ­ 
move.? th e alcohol w hich would m ak e 
th e ra d ia to r boil in w arm w e a th e r. 
The hose connections should be e x a m ­ 
ined, and changed if they show signs 
of rotting. 
It is also well to blow' out the ra d ia ­ 
to r core w ith com pressed a ir if pos­ 
sible, as all d u st collected here m ili­ 
ta tes a g a in s t th e proper cooling of th e 
engine. 
T he fa n belt should be in­ 
spected and replaced if found badly 
w orn or too loose. 
The electrical system should also be 
checked over carefully.
